Lloyd Rothenberger, 223 Main 
St., Red Hill, told The Mercury 
Monday he is suffering with a 
1 0 4 -d e g re e 
f e v e r 
w h ic h 
developed a few days after he 
re tu r n e d 
from 
th e 
s ta te 
Am erican Legion Convention in 
Philadelphia. 
Other legionnaires and women 
in the Legion Auxiliary from 
nine area posts contacted by The 
M ercury Monday said they felt 
none of the killer virus sym p­ 
toms, 


Melvin Feick, of the Birdsboro 
American Legion Post, said he 
had 
a 
severe 
headache 
for 
several days after the July 21 to 
24 convention, slept a great deal 
and feels healthier now. 
He added a fellow Legionnaire 
from Reading, Nick Pergola, is 
still 
feeling 
the 
mysterious 
symptoms. 
All 
13 
Legionnaires 
from 
across the state had similar 
sym ptom s—chills, 
fever 
and 
chest pains. A 14th Legionnaire 
also died after the convention, 
but from an apparent heart 
attack. 
“ We don’t know what we are 
dealing 
with,” said Leonard 
B a c h m a n , 
s t a t e 
h e a lth 
secretary.

It will take at least three days 
to identify the virus, said Bach­ 
man, and until then, “ I don’t

precautions 
until 
we 
get

handle on what is causing the 
illness.” 
Joseph Adams, commander of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Am erican 
Legion, sent a bulletin Monday 
urging 
all 
Legionnaires 
and 
their families who feel ill to 
contact a doctor immediately. 
Adams said he is especially 
worried about those people who 
will neglect to see a doctor, take 


two aspirin and go to bed, since 
the symptoms resemble those of 
a common cold or influenza. 
The cause for those who died 
is listed as viral pneumonia, 
although state health officials 
agree they have no idea what the 
virus is. 
A Williamstown woman whose 
nephew died of the mysterious 
illness, said “ their lungs looked 
like Brillo pads. There seemed 
to be a shield formed over them 
that the anti-biotics would not 
penetrate.” 
There is no sign yet the 
disease is spreading to people 
not at the convention, including 
members of the same family. 
The ages of the victims ranges 
from 39 to 82.

stayed at the Bellvue-Stratford 
or the Benjamin Franklin hotels 
while at the convention.

Penn Center Inn and the two 
downtown Holiday Inns. 
“ The majority of the people 
ate at different restaurants,” 
said Feick. 
Food poisoning was ruled out 
early Monday as a cause of the 
disease. “ It doesn’t seem to be 
related to food poisoning. They 
have flu sym ptom s,” said Bob 
Costello, a spokesman for Bach­ 


man. 
Philadelphia 
officials 
said 
Monday they have no evidence 
of a flu epidemic in the city, now 
the host to more than one million 
Roman Catholics for the 41st 
Eucharistic Congress. 
Dr. William Kistler, the East 
Greenville physician treating 
Rothenberger, told The Mercury 
Monday his patient has a high 
fever with none of the normal 
symptoms of a cold. 
“ It was nothing you could put 
your finger on,” said Kistler. 
With most upper respiratory 
infections, 
the 
tem perature 
usually decreases after a few 
days, he said, but Rothenberger 
has carried a 104-degree tem-

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Flood rescue 
Dense fog, rain slow 
hunt for survivors... 


LOVELAND, Colo. (U PI) — 
Fog, rain and thick, gray clouds 
Monday prevented helicopters 
from 
landing 
in 
th e 
Big 
Thompson River Canyon where 
scores off cam pers and fisher­ 
men drowned in a wall of water 
unleashed 
by a freak 
thun­ 
derstorm . 
At least 69 persons died and 
260 were injured in the weekend 
disaster. 
Authorities 
feared 
m ore dead will be found after 
the storm ends and the river 
level drops to normal. 
An expert mountain rescue 
team managed to ride horses 
into the six-story deep canyon 
from the west end while another 
group 
in 
four 
wheel 
drive 
vehicles tried to squeeze in from 
the north to reach an estim ated 
600 stranded survivors. 
None of the marooned were in 
danger. 
A rescue coordinator, Stan 
Busch, 
said 
some 
survivors 
w ere brought out of the west end 
of the 10.000 foot high canyon by 
the horseback team. But, he said 
there was no imm ediate in­ 
dication on how many were led 
to safety. 
Another group of 40 mounted 
rescuers planned to go into the 
canyon later from Estes Park 
while 60 others in four wheel 
drive 
vehicles 
attem pted 
to 
enter from the north above the 
com m unity of Drake, which was 
all but wiped out by the flood. 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
said the flood—worst in the 
nation since 1972 and in Colorado 
since 1921—was a disaster that 
would occur perhaps only once 
every century. 
It struck on 
Colorado's 100th birthday as a 
state. 


Renew ed 
rains 
prom pted 
concern among Gov. Richard 
Lamm and other officials about 
the rising; Cache la Poudre 
River, which flows parallel to 
the 
Big Thompson about ,20 
miles to the north. The Poudre 
w as 
causing 
reservoirs 
to 
overflow upstream from Fort 
Collins, a city of 30,000. 
The storm dumped 10-inches 
of rain on the Big Thompson 
Saturday night. The wall of 
w ater smashed cars and trucks 
into balls of junk and ripped up 
and tossed houses trailers and 
vacation 
cabins 
around 
like 
toys. 
Survivors told of hearing the 
flood roar “ like a jet airplane" 
and watching victims swept to 
their death. 
Tw o-thirds 
of 
the 
bodies 
recovered were women. Only a 
few 
were 
children, 
leading 
authorities 
to 
believe 
more 
youngsters were missing and 
dead. 
P re sid e n t 
Ford 
declared 
L arim er County a disaster area 
at the request of the governor. 
“ We expect the survivors to 
break into the homes that are 
intact,” 
Sheriff Bob 
Watson 
said. “ They’re cold and un­ 
com fortable but it’s not a case 
w h ere 
th e ir 
ch an ces 
a re 
dw indling 
rapidly. 
T h ere’s 
plenty (of food and blankets) 
left. They will 'be all right if they 
can 
scrounge 
in 
the 
right 
places.” 
The sheriff said 56 bodies were 
tagged at a makeshift morgue in 
Loveland, a city of 20,000 and 
disaster headquarters. The city 
is near the mouth of the Big 
Thompson Canyon, which is 45

Rev. 
F ran cis 
Hausem an, has been pastor of 
the 
First 
Baptist Church of 
Loveland for 27 years. 
“ I finally reached his wife 
to n ig h t 
(M onday 
n ig h t) ,” 
Hausem an said. 
“ He 
wasn’t 
caught in the flood, and as far as 
sh e 
know s, 
none 
of 
his 
parishioners was killed in the 
flood.” 
But since rescue workers were 
ham pered Monday by fog and 
continuing rain, Hausem an said, 
the fate of many people living 
along the flooded canyon is not 
yet known, 
“ My brother spent the whole 
day (Monday) in the Loveland 
Hospital, where a tem porary 
m orgue was set up,” Hauseman 
said. “ His son-in-law joined a 
rescue party.'” 
Hauseman said his brother, a 
Pottstown native and graduate 
of Pottstown High School and 
U rsinus 
College, 
had 
been 
unable to get through to him 


beca use of clogged phone lines. 
“ I tried calling him all day 
Monday, as did my sisters, Mrs. 
Ruth 
Levengood 
and 
Mrs. 
Thelma Knauer. I finally got 
through 
to 
my 
sister-in-law 
about 6 p.m .,” Hauseman said. 
H ausem an said he's visited 
the 
canyon 
which 
flooded 
Sunday 
m any 
tim es. 
“ The 
canyon's walls are about 20 
stories high on either side of the 
Big Thompson River, with a 
main road on both sides of the 
riv er,” 
he 
said. 
“ Normally, 
there isn’t that much water in 
the riv er.” 
The canyon runs south from. 
E stes Park through an area 
about 
eight 
miles 
west 
of 
Loveland, Hauseman said. 
“ My brother was planning on 
cam ping in the canyon Sunday 
a fie m oon, ” 
Ha use m a n 
sa id. 
“ There 
are 
many 
camping 
places along the canyon, plus 
motels, 
cabins and souvenir 
shops,” he said. 
H ausem an 
said 
Colorado 
residents 
praised 
the 
state 
police for doing a magnificent 
job im mediately before the flood 
to get people out of the canyon. 
“ The 'police went up and down 
that Saturday night, warning 
people to get out,” Hauseman 
said, "but unfortunatetly, some

The apptoval, however, cam e 
only hours after the state police 
again announced they are in­ 
terested in building the barracks 
elsewhere. 
The plans had come before the

because the county planners had 
not reviewed them. 
The past week the county 
p la n n e rs 
su b m itte d 
th e ir 


proposals to the township rec- 
commending approval, pending 
minor 
modifications 
in 
the 
plans. 
T hose 
c h a n g e s 
in c lu d e 
drawing onto the barracks plan 
a road leading to a plot behind 
the proposed barracks site. 
Schlichter has indicated he 
intends 
to 
build 
apartm ents 
there, according to Albert Herr, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
planning 
commission. 
In Harrisburg, Gerald Pat­ 
terson, spokesman for the state 
police, 
said 
the 
purchasing 
agency for the commonwealth, 
the 
G eneral 
Services 
Ad­ 
ministration, 
was 
“ asked 
to 
consider the Skippack site." 


The Skippack site is a plot of 
state owned land on which is the 
Graterford prison. The sam e 
site was considered for the 
location of a police barracks 
several years ago but water and 
sewer problems cropped up. 
Now the same problems are 
sta n d in g 
in 
the 
w ay 
of 
Schlichter’s Route 422 location, 
according to state police. And at 
the site near the State Correc­ 
tional Institution at Graterford, 
the 
previous 
problems 
have 
been resolved. 
The Limerick planners asked 
S ch lich ter’s 
rep resen tativ es 
Monday night to draw on their 
plans the necessary changes and 
Chairm an Herr signed them.

prescription drug plans. 
Firestone said it would initiate 
a similar program. 
The announcement comes in 
the wake of earlier disclosures 
that the company-provided 
insurance at the local Firestone 
plant expired after 90 days of the 
strike, July 19. 
At that time full responsibility 
for premium payments fell on 
the worker on the picket line, 
since the company’s obligation 
expired, according to the con­ 
tract. 
Martin Higgins, president of 
Local 336 at the plant, said the 
average premium, payment for 
workers is $87.50 per month, a 
steep bill for breadwinners 
without income. 
But without coverage, he said, 
workers would have to pay the 
full bills for health care for their 
families. 
Goodrich workers at the Oaks 
plant were under a similar 
provision, but payments were 
$90.25 per month for persons 
under 50-years-oid and $97 50 for 
persons over 50, according to 
Joseph Zabicki, vice president 
of Local 281. 


Bommarito also criticized the 
Big Four, including Uniroyal, 
for refusing to reach a com­ 
promise agreement to end the 
s tr ik e . 
He singled out especially 
Firestone and Goodyear for 
their refusal to compromise on 
their July 4 weekend take-it-or- 
leave-it ultimatum to the URW 
membership. 
He also blasted the Big Four 
for “their divide and. conquer 
game plan to create dissension 
and weakness among URW 
membership and negotiators."

Flood rescue slowed by dense fog, rain

miles northwest of Denver on 
the edge of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains. 
“ There are a large number of 
dead in the canyon, according to 
reports from our pilots," Watson 
said. “We are going to have 
considerably 
more 
fatalities, 
but I won’t hazard a guess how 
m any.” 
Some dead were recovered as 
far as 12 miles from the mouth of 
the 35-mile-long canyon. 
“ It is very possible some may 
never 
be 
recovered,” 
said 
Sheriff’s Capt. Richard Hovey. 
Among the survivors was a 
5-month boy found by searchers 
on a rock in the middle of the 
river. 
An 
estim ated, 
2,000-4,000 
persons—mostly vacationers— 
were camped along the banks of 
the Big Thompson between the 
river and the 60-foot-high ver­ 
tical walls of the canyon when 
the flood hit. 
For many, the flood came 
without warning. But some who 
were w arned refused to take the 
advice of law enforcement of­ 
ficers to lea ve. 
Hovey 
said 
officers 
went 
through 
some campgrounds 
with bullhorns, exhorting the 
vacationers to leave. 
“ Many people chose to ignore 
that 
warning because that's 
human nature,” Hovey said. 
John B. Hennessey, 47, a 
Denver telephone repairman, 
was in a house trailer hoping to 
go fishing early Sunday . 
“Nobody knew the flood was 
coming,” Hennessy said, “ The 
water started coming up to the 
patio. I told my wife we should 
get out of there.” 
Hennessy said the flood hit 
with a roar like a jetliner. 


‘The roar was just coming 
down the canyon. All it was was 
a constant roar. All of the homes 
at river level were wiped out like 
somebody took a knife and 
w i p e d 
o u t 
t h e 
w h o l e 
canyon.” 


By 
Monday 
morning, 
an 
estimated 106-600 survivors still 
were trapped in the canyon 
where the flood waters stripped 
away aspen trees, scrub and 
ponderosa 
pines like 
mat- 
chsticks and gouged through 
roads and trails with bulldozer 
precision. 
Mud was too deep for four- 
wheel drive vehicles or horses 
and the effort required for foot 
travel was too great. 


“There’s no horses or jeeps or 
walk-ins,” Hovey said. “By the 
time they walked in the people 
would be so exhausted they 
would be useless,” 


Weather bureau officials said 
rains could fall in the area for 
the next 48 hours. 
“If it does, there’s no way we 
can get up there,” said Hovey. 
While 
re sc u e rs 
sa t 
by 
helplessly, other workers took 
on the task of feeding, clothing 
and 
housing survivors 
who 
straggled out of the canyon, 
many of them injured. 
The Loveland High School 
gymnasium was turned into an 
emergency shelter. Nearby was

I have a photocopy of a bill of 
sale for some gasoline sold in 
Camden, Me., to one Cyrus 
Curtis in 1928. 
The price of the gasoline was 
28 cents a gallon. 
As of September of 1973 the 
price of gasoline in Camden. 
Me., was still 28 cents a gallon. 
Maybe it was time for the 
price to go up. The prices of 
everything else had gone up. 
Had the price of gasoline in­ 
creased during those 45 years at 
the same rate that the price of 
Maine lobster increased —a 
gallon of gasoline would have 
cost $2.85 a gallon! 
The most remarkable tribute 
to the petroleum industry in the 
United States is that the prices 
of gasoline and oil have in­ 
creased so little. 
A nd 
i t 's 
e v e n 
m o re 
remarkable when you realize 
that the value of the dollar has 
diminished over the past 40 
years to less than 26 cents. 
And yet you can still purchase 
a gallon of gasoline for less than 
one of those dollars. Though 
almost everything 
else 
has 
meanwhile increased in price at 
least 300 percent. 
Y et 
the 
U nited 
S ta te s 
Congress 
which 
should 
be 
rewarding the petroleum in­ 
dustry 
for 
the 
innovative 
practices that have contributed 
less to inflation than any other 
commodity—instead has been 


punishing the 
industry with 
restraints, tax disallowance and 
threats of dismemberment. 
And so at 
a 
time when 
Congress 
should 
have been 
doing everything possible to 
expand oil industry exploration 
and development has instead 
passed legislation which tends to 
discourage both. 


Sen. Henry “Scoop" Jackson 
(D-Wash.) has been one of the 
most vehement election-year 
denouncers of the oil industry— 
yet if the price of oil were geared 
to the price of apples in his home 
state, you’d now be paying $1.46 
a gallon plus tax. 
The 
eco n o m ics 
of th e 
petroleum 
industry 
are ad­ 
mittedly complicated and the 
legendary “ Rich Texan” is a 
prime target for campaigning 
politicians. 
Nor it the petroleum industry 
alone in its inability to com­ 
municate to the rest of us the 
economic facts of life. 


The Harris pollsters asked 
Americans 10 years ago if they 
had confidence in American 
business and 55 percent said yes. 
Last month, 10 years later, only 
16 percent said yes. 
The 
Yankelovich 
survey 
shows a similar distrust : 
“ Does 
business generally 
strike a fair balance between 
seeking profits and serving the 
public?" 


Ten years ago 70 percent said 
yes. 
This month, 19 percent. 
And 
when 
P roctor 
and 
Gamble asked for a vote of 
confidence in big business, it got 
only 12 percent approval. 
An American Motors survey 
shows that most Americans 
believe that 30 percent would be 
“ a fair profit’’ when actually the 
average “profit" in American 
industry last year was 4.3 
percent. 
Amoco Oil asked motorists to 
guesstimate the profits in the oil 
industry. 
They guessed too high—by 
1,100 percent! 


>C0’CE cETTlNS CLOSER 
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On my mind: 
Behavior of weather and man — 
the pattern's easy to follow

Last week I set down that I 
found 
humanity’s history in 
term s of our globe’s ever- 
changing climates as thought- 
provoking — about our im­ 
mediate future, as well as our 
most ancient past. Credit the 
stimulation to two researchers 
into climate, by name Winkless 
and 
Brown. 
(Published 
by 
Harper and Row.) Their work 
led them directly from the 
behavior of weather to the 
behavior of man. 
The path is easy to follow. To 
begin with, mankind has to eat 
to survive and climate affects 
the soil, as well as the seed that 
grows what he eats, whether 
animal or vegetable. Go down 
the path. When man hasn’t 
enough to eat he has no choice 
but to do something about it. One

thing, of course, is dying of 
starvation — as millions upon 
millions of humans have. But 
since he has a strong built-in 
dislike for dying before his time, 
he will, if he is able, either move 
to where he can find food, or 
steal it, or fight fot it. 
But here the human behavior 
begins to become more com­ 
plicated. Unlike animals, who 
aren’t as smart, a few of his kind 
can grow enough to feed a lot — 
given (the key factor here) the 
right soil and the right climate 
— i.e. the right rainfall at the 
right times and temperatures, 
But, this time like animals, once 
he is fed, he will multiply the 
number of his kind and there 
won’t be enough to go around. 
Which is precisely the point 
which we are approaching — 
and not for the first time in our 


history. Already, not on just a 
few small areas but in enormous 
proportions of the world which 
men and women now inhabit, 
they can’t grow food enough to 
nourish them, even when they 
are not multiplying themselves 
— as in most parts of the world 
they still are. 
It is this circumstance that 
m akes 
clim ates 
and 
their 
c h a n g e s 
h i g h l y 
c o n- 
temporaneous concerns. 
Right now, probably the most 
ominous shadow beginning to 
loom over us Americans is not 
our scarcities but our bounties. 
We happen to inhabit the best 
food-producing 
land 
in 
the 
largest amounts, And since we 
do — and have worked so hard at 
the art of growing what is edible 
— we have a very great deal 
more of it than we need our­ 


selves. So who, amongst the 
m ultiplying 
m illions 
th at 
haven’t either land as fertile as 
ours or the knowledge and tools 
to cultivate it, is to get our 
surplus? 
Already that question has 
begun 
to 
p en e trate 
even 
politicians’ minds. (Yes, they 
have minds, but they don’t use 
them much on such obvious 
problems.) For generations, the 
Indian continent (like a lot of 
other places) hasn’t been able to 
keep up with its multiplying 
population’s needs. Since we’ve 
had enough to spare, and enough 
heart, we have been giving food 
to their starving. Now, when we 
have lucky years, climatically, 
we have grown even huger 
su rp lu s e s . 
But 
now 
th e 
Russians’ harvests are not so 
bounteous any more and they 


pay us for what we used to give 
away (with what money their 
government can still squeeze out 
of their comrades after what 
they spend on the weapons 
which they may need to plunder 
with). And the Arabs, who 
haven’t got so many people to 
feed, have oil to trade with us for 
weapons with which they can 
plunder each other — and we 
need their oil to add to ours, 
because it takes oil and the 
energy it produces to keep up 
our capacity to grow our sur­ 
pluses. 
So how long are we going to go 
on giving our food away to 
people with hungry bellies who 
haven’t the money or the oil to 
pay us for it ? 
Already you can see that 
question taking shape in our 
internal politics. Who’s for what 


policy? And for how long are we 
going to have choices to make, 
with more and more eating on 
the house, as it were, every 
year, here at home? Are we for 
making our fewer and fewer 
farm ers richer at the expense of 
the majority of us who live in 
cities? 
Don’t expect answers from 
me. You, collectively, are the 
ones who are going to be making 
them. AH I’m doing is reminding 
you — as others have been for 
years — that these are going to 
become hard choices which I 
doubt if you’ll like making. But 
you are going to have to, and so 
you might as well begin thinking 
where you will stand when they 
are really put to you. Since there 
won’t, certainly, be enough to go 
around for too long, whom are 
you for starving first?

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Congressional 
Budget 
Office 
offered “cautious good news” on 
the economy Monday, saying 
the inflation rate will not in­ 
c r e a s e 
a pp re ci ab l y 
and 
unemployment will continue to 
decline through 1977, but not 
very fast. 
CBO, Congress’ new central 
office 
for 
economic 
policy 
research, made the prediction in 
a report to the lawmakers and 
amplified at a news conference 
by Director Alice M. Rivlin. 
No serious threats were seen 
to continuation of the 15-month- 
old recovery from the worst 
combination of inflation and 
recession since World War II. 
Assuming no radical policy 
changes 
or 
unforeseeable 
economic events, the report 
predicted that: 


—Inflation will range between 
5 and 7 per cent in the next year 
and a half, about the same as the 
5.5 per cent rate that marked the 
first year of recovery. 
—Unemployment, which stood 
at 7.5 per cent in June, should be 
down to a 6.9 to 7.3 per cent 
range by the end of this year and 
5.8 to 6.4 per cent by the end of 
1977. 
— T he 
Gros s 
N a t i o n a l 
Product, which measures the 
country’s output of goods and 
services, should grow at bet­ 
ween 5 per cent and 0.5 per cent 
for the remainder of 1976 and 4.5 
per cent to 6.5 per cent during* 
1077.

Authorities say there is no 
immediate danger to human 
life, but the residue left by the 
gas could cause long-term ill 
effects.

Some leftist politicians have 
called on the government to 
allow pregnant women affected 
by the pollution to have abor­ 
tions if they wish. Abortion is 
illegal in Italy. 


Before the evacuation, scores 
of angry residents marched to 
city hall and surrounded city 
officialsto protest the pollution 
and lack of organization by 
government officials in com­ 
bating the problem.

Catholics hear plans to help starving 


PHILADELPHIA <A P)- 
Catholics from around the world 
Monday grappled with the 
tragedy of widespread star­ 
vation on a rich planet, and 
some of them offered concrete 
plans to stimulate food for the 
hungry. 
“Give us bread,” the poor 
were described as crying. “Give 
us bread for we are dying of 
hunger.” 
The Rev. Pedro Arrupa, 
superior general of the world­ 
wide order of Jesuits, said that 
despite the complexities, the 
problem was basically “moral 
and spiritual” and the affluent 
have a responsibility for it. 
“We are all involved,”' he told 
th e 41st In te rn a tiona 1 
Eucharistic Congress, and he 
added that to stop the thousands 
of dally deaths from hunger 
demands only “our will to do 
something,” to stir nations to 
act.He advocated that each time 
Catholics partake of the 
Eucharist “the bread of life” of 
Holy Communion, “we also 
share the bread for the hungry.” 
by f asting, or skipping a meal 


If this were done by Catholics 
to the United States alone, with 
each saving $1 a week for the 
poor, he said it would amount to 
$2.5 billion a year—more than 
twice the amount raised by the 
international development fund 
as a result of the 1974 World 
Food Conference. He added: 
“Let us not forget that it is 
only when, in faith and love, we 
give away the little that we 
have—a few loaves and fishes— 
that God blesses our efforts and 
in his omnipotence multiplies 
them to meet the hunger of the 
world.” 
Princess Grace, one-time 
Hollywood actress now the wife 
of the ruler of Monaco, offered 
the gathering some tips for 
harmonious family life—faith, 
love, discipline, respect for the 
husband’s authority. 
“It would have been ex­ 
tremely difficult without the 
strong basic bond of our 
religion—and that we were in 
agreement on principles we 
hope to instill in our children,” 
she said of her 20-year 
marriage. 


The former Grace Kelly, now 
46 and the mother of three but 
still a ■tunning beauty, said the 
most important thing parents 
can do for children is to “give 
them character." 
With the modern world, in­ 
cluding television and other 
mixed influences, making that 
Increasingly difficult, she said 
children at an early age must be 
given a “sense of values and 
selection.” 
Tens of thousands of par­ 
ticipants were here for the 
etghtday Congress, which 
opened Sunday with a parade of 
50,000 persons. An estimated 
million were expected by the 
finish next Sunday. 
The first such global 
gathering in the United States in 
50 years, it bids to become the 
largest ever in America. It is 
held every four years. 
Its manifold events, including 
cone u rre n t conferences, 
m usical performances and 
liturgies at score of places and 
singing in the public squares, 
made Philadelphia resemble a 
religious fairground. 
4 Pennsylvanians move to Reagan 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Ronald Reagan’s campaign 
manager said Monday that four 
Pennsylvanians, influenced by 
selection of their state's junior 
senator as Reagan’s running 
mate, have been plucked by 
Reagan from the Ford cam­ 
paign’s count of delegates 
f a voring the President. 
It was the first announced 
move of any delegates to 
Reagan in the wake of his sur­ 
prise announcement one week 
ago designating Sen. Richard S. 
Schweiker as his choice for vice- 
president. 
Campaign chief John Sears 
also announced endorsements of 
Reagan by a New York state 
senator and a West Virginia 
man who he said had been 
counted for Ford by the 
President’s delegate hunters. 
Sears promised names of 
more converts to Reagan this 
week and said that despite 
surprise in the South at the Sch­ 
weiker announcement, no 
Reagan delegate had been lost 
to Ford. 
The six delegates named 
Monday had been counted as 
uncommitted in The Associated 
Press poll of legal commitments 
and stated preferences of 
delegates to the Republican 
National Convention in Kansas 
City Aug. 16-19. But prior to the 
Schweiker development, at least 
five had indeed been counted by 
the Ford talliers. 
James Baker, Ford’s chief 
delegate hunter, said after 
Sears’ announcement that he 
was trimming the Ford claims 
by five delegates to a total of 
1,134, still four more than 
needed for nomination. 
The AP tally now stands: 
Ford, 1,105; Reagan, 1,029; 
uncommitted, 125. Nomination 
requires 1,130. 
Meanwhile the Democratic 
presidential nominee, Jimmy 
Carter, met with his advisers in 
Plains, Ga., to plan campaign 
strategy. On Tuesday he goes to 
New Hampshire and on Wed­ 
nesday plans to meet in 
W a s h i n g t o n with the 
Democratic National Com­ 
mittee. 
Ford and his backers are 
expected to continue talking to 
uncommitted delegates by 
telephone this week. 
Sears said at a news con­ 
ference that the selection of a 
running mate by Reagan puts 
new pressure on Ford to say 
whom he’ll tap for vice 
president if nomina ted .

“ Mr. Ford has a cavalier 
attitude toward the office (of 
vice president),”1 Sears said. 
“He has played games with it 
ever since he took over the 
presidency.” 
He said Ford “has played the 
typical old game, tossing out 
names with abandon, hinting at 
a Southerner in the South and a 
Northerner in the North, 
claiming to consult the 
delegates on one hand while 
saying he will not be bound by 
their majority opinion on the 
other.” 
Ford said Friday he was going 
to poll all convention delegates 
and alternates by mail on their 
top five choices for the vice 
presidency, a process that 
presumably would use up time 
almost to convention eve. 
Even as speculation swirled 
around whom Ford might pick, 
Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller said again in Maine 
that he does not want to be 
nominated. Ford had implied at 
a recent press conference 
Rockefeller might yet be con­ 
sidered for the job despite his 


withdrawal from the contest 
earlier this year. 
In claiming the breakthrough 
in Pennsylvania, Sears said he 
believes another 20 to 25 
delegates in the state do not 
believe they are bound to Ford. 
Sen. Hugh Scott of Penn­ 
sylvania, Ford backer, said 
Sunday that the President would 
get 93 to 95 votes from the state. 
With Sears listing 10 for Reagan, 
including six already counted in 
the AP tally, Ford would have at 
most 93 out of the state’s 103. 
The AP count for Penn­ 
sylvania, however, lists 74 for 
the President and 19 un­ 
committed. 
The four new additions' to the 
Reagan list in Pennsylvania 
were State Sen. T. Newell Wood, 
state Rep. Patrick J. McGinnis. 
A. Leo Serení and Madeline B, 
Tomlinson. 
In New York, State Sen. Fred 
Eckert announced his shift to 
Reagan shortly before Sears’ 
news conference. The current 
AP count there is Ford 125, 
Reagan 18, uncommitted 11. 


Meanwhile. It was announced 
that $4 9 million had been raised 
in a pre-Congress “Operation 
Ricebowl” to help the world's 
needy, most of It to be dispersed 
through operations of Catholic 
Relief Services. 
As a phase of the results, 
200,000 pounds of rice were being 
loaded at Philadelphia docks for 
shipment to Bangladesh. 
The day’s emphasis was on 
the needs of the poor for food, 
one of eight “hungers’’ being 
considered under the Congress 
theme of “Hungers of the 
Human Family," and con­ 
sideration of the matter went on 
in various forums. 
“Two thirds of the world 
peoples go to bed hungry every 
night,” Bishop Ignatius D’Souza 
of Bared a, India, told a Civic 
Center crowd. "The tragedy is 
indeed universal and revolts 
against true Christian sense.” 
He said Christianity demands 
overcoming man-made barriers 
for sharing resources and 
halting the scourge of hunger. 
Bishop James B. Rausch of 
Washington, D.C., general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, said the United 
States, the world’s largest food 
exporter, puts a “ higher 
priority” on the “right to sell” 
than on people “right to food. ” 


Declaring this has “severe 
moral implications” for 
Americans, he called for three­ 
fold response by Christians— 
voluntarily changing their 
lifestyles to reduce con­ 
sumption, Joint efforts to modify 
national allocation of resources, 
and intensified prayer and 
worship. 
“If we fail, the hungering 
Christ stands in judgment of 
us,” he said, recalling the words 
of Jesus that those who deny 
help to the needy denied Him . 
Outside the Civic Arena, an 
ecumenical group called the 
“Campaign of Global Justice" 
staged a “theater of protest” 
against U.S. aid to countries 
charged with political op­ 
pression. 
“Free the Captives,” read 
signs of the demonstrators. 
“Stop U.S. Support for Torture.” 
Mock prisoners, black blind­ 
folds over their heads and their 
arms bound, stood alongside a 
man in military uniform, 
simulating application of an 
electric shock treatment. 
A the same time, others read 
over a loudspeaker names from 
a long list of asserted political 
prisoners in Chile, the Philip­ 
pines, South Korea. Taiwan, 
Iran, Brazil, Uruguay and 
elsewhere.

The great sludge dilemma 


Fertilizer pros and cons are aired out' by officials, farmers

Pottstown is pay log a trucker 
as much as $9,700 a month to 
haul away sludge that farm ers 
in Chester County are buying. 
Sludge, 
the 
product 
of 
a 
sewage 
treatm ent 
plant, 
is 
sprayed onto fields. One farm er 
near West Chester found it gave 
him 30 per cent more crop yield 
than commercial fertilizer. 
The stigma of human waste 
used to grow food, however, has 
caused opposition in this area. 
As the assistant superintend ant 
of the Pottstown Waste T reat­ 
ment 
Plant, 
David 
Bender, 
pointed out, the use of raw 
anim al 
m anure 
is 
widely 
valued. But fertilizer containing 
human waste, though treated, is 
disdained. 
“ The farm ers can’t be ad­ 
vertising they grow their crops 
in human waste,” Bender said. 


The most economical way to 
dispose of the sludge is to dry it 
first in greenhouses. But only 10 
per cent of Pottstown’s waste is 
handled this way. 
As a result, Pottstown paid 
$85,000 
the past year to the 
o p e ra to r 
of 
costly 
tan k er 
equipment. The reason is that 
th e 
tr e a t m e n t 
p la n t 
is 
inadequate to handle the amount 
of waste in the cheapest way - 
drying it first in greenhouses. 
P arts of the plant are also 
dilapidated. 
“ The cost of doing it with dry 
beds is miniscule compared to 
paying a man to haul it out,” 
said Thomas Harwood, assistant 
borough manager. 
“ Theoretically, it is better to 
do it all in the greenhouses, but 
that takes up a lot of room.” 
When the plant was built in 
1931, all sludge was dried in the 
greenhouses. 
Since 
then 
the 
amount of sewage entering the 
plant has increased and the 
ability of the plant to remove 
waste from the water has also 
been improved. 
But 
those 
im provem ents 
r e q u i r e d 
s p a c e 
a n d 
a 
greenhouse was taken down. 
The result was that there was 
far more sludge but less room, to 
dispose it. So the borough began 
trucking the liquid sludge in 1969 
at a cost of $8 per thousand 
gallons. 
The rate increased to $13.50 


and 
the 
amount 
of 
sludge 
p ro d u c e d 
a lso 
in c re a s e d 
markedly. 
In 
Westtown, 
however, 
a 
trucker is hauling sludge for $5 
per thousand gallons, 
And it is the farm er, Marshall 
Jo n es, 
not 
the 
m unicipal 
government, who is paying. 


T hough 
th e 
45-y ear-o ld 
greenhouse is now processing 
only a small part of the waste, 
its ability to handle it is further 
reduced by disrepair. 


Numerous glass panes are 
shattered allowing rain to fall on 
the sludge before it dry s. This, 
a c c o r d in g 
to 
th e 
p la n t 
superintendent, 
John 
Jones, 
reduces the efficiency of the 
operation. 
It now takes 25 to 30 days for 
the sludge to dry in the beds 
under ideal conditions. Jones 
said it is more convenient for 
him 
and the 
six other day 
laborers to have the 'borough 
truck the waste away instead of 
having to rake it out of the 
greenhouses. 
“ It’s hard labor,” Jones said. 
“ It gets up to 120 degrees in 
there. You spend the morning 
and you have to get out.” 
Once the sludge is dried, it is 
shoveled out of the greenhouse 
and dumped in a gulley nearby. 
Along the piles of sludge the 
grass is noticeably greener than 
it is on other parts of the plant 
grounds. 
“ Boy that stuff really grows,” 
Jones said pointing to the grass 
and weeds popping up along the 
piles. 
In fact, in another area where 
sewage screenings are dumped, 
a small patch has produced a 
bountiful 
pumpkin 
crop, 
ac­ 
cording to Jam es Undercoffler, 
plant operator. 
Undercoffler, who works the 
midnight shift, said the pumpkin 
seeds come from the Mrs. Smith 
Pie Co. 
“ Those pumpkins come up

pointing through the steamy 
gloom at the plant, “ You should 
see them down there.”

The sludge plot yielded 123 
bushels of shelled corn per acre.

“ I save the price of fertilizer, 
but I get better crops,” Jones 
said.

said. 
“ We’re hardly able to keep up 
with the dem and for it,” Jones 
said alluding especially to a 
spring rush. 
An experim ent on the value of 
sludge as a fertilizer was begun 
on a farm er Jones' land near 
West Chester in the spring of 
1973. 
The 
“ Orcon 
P ro ject” 
directed by Robert St ruble Jr., 
ex ecu tiv e 
d ire c to r 
of 
the 
Brandywine Valley Association, 
showed that the sludge 
was 
better than 
commercial 
fer­ 
tilizer. 
Struble said there was no 
harm to the soil, the crop or to 
the groundwater. 
“ In essence, it doesn’t harm 
anything and it produces more' 
corn,” Struble said. 
Other objections include the 
complaint that the treated waste 
smells. 
"I can tell you it doesn't smell. 
And it doesn’t cause flies. But 
the whole key to this is proper 
m anagem ent.” 
According to Struble, farm er 
Jones saved $30 per acre in the 
cost of fertilizer. And the treated 
land yielded an addtional corn 
crop valued at $60 per acre. 


Jones recently harvested a 
crop of hay. He applied the 
sludge on top and he said the 
second crop is “ coming much 
better already.” 
“ I’ve found the most spec­ 
tacular 
results 
with 
corn,” 
Jones said. 
In the Pottstown area, results 
have been less glowing. But the 
amount of application has been 
much less. 
According to the BVA ex­ 
periment, 
12,000 gallons 
per 
acre is the proper application 
rate 
for corn, 
Six thousand 
gallons per acre was found to be 
too little. 
In this area sludge is being 
applied at 3,000 gallons per acre. 
Public acceptance, according 
to the BVA experiment was good 
with one exception.

Hoffman, Phoenixville, and 
Thomas Walker, Oaks, the 
former Penn Manor Apart­ 
ments, now called Dorham 
Heights, 
are 
filling 
with 
tenants again, after a string 
of safety violations emptied 
the building in December, 
1975. 
“ We1 changed the name 
because 
it is under new 
ownership and we are trying 
to erase the old image,” said 
H o f f m a n , 
o wn e r 
of 
Phoenixville’s Realty World. 


Hoffman and Walker have 
invested about $100,000 In 
repairs to the complex, 90 
per 
cent 
of 
which, 
said 
Hoffman, were essential. 


«There were a lot of doors 
m issing, 
windows 
gone, 
stairways broken down and 
e m e r g e n c y 
l i g h t i n g , 
mailboxes and fire alarm 
systems 
d e stray e d 
s a id 
Hoffman,

The landlord was charged 
with six violations in late

NEW YORK (AP) — John 
Walker of New Zealand put his 
tarnished 
m em ory 
of 
the 
Olym pics behind him Tuesday 
and began preparing to crack 
the world record for the mile 
which he so amazingly lowered 
past the 3:50 mark nearly a year 
ago. 
'Walker, who won the gold 
medal in the 1,560 meters last 
week at the Summer Olympics 
in Montreal, will run his first 
outdoor m ile ever in the UniU*d 
Stat es 
W ednesday 
at

Meet 
in 
Philadelphia. 
The field probably will include 
the likes of Mike Boil of Kenya;

Dixon, and Eamonn Coghian of 
Ireland. 
But the field will not include 
the world record holder in the

Bay i was to have provided the 
world with a “ Dream Mile” at 


the Olympics, pitting against 
each other the two fastest milers 
alive. 
But 
a 
boycott of the 
Olympics by nearly 30 African 
nations, led by Tanzania, over 
New Zealand’s sports ties with 
South Africa spoiled it. It will 
spoil it again in Philadelphia. 
“ I feel that Bayi has had 
plenty of opportunities to race 
against m e," said the 24-yearold 
Walker, who set the mile mark 
of 3 minutes, 49.4 seconds in 
August,

G oteborg, 
Sweden.

not saying he’s been 
avoiding me, but like 1 say, he's

Walker, a radio station ad­ 
vertising salesm an when he is 
not running, said the African 
boycott had distressed his entire
